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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Action Background 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 3/22/2007. 

2. Applicant has cancelled claims 6 and 13, amended claims 1, 7, 10, 12, 18, 25, 
27, 28, 34-38 and 40. Claims 21-24 were previously withdrawn; claims 31-33 were 
previously canceled. 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-20, 25-30 and 34-40 are pending in the case. Claims 1, 7, 
10, 12, 25, 28, 34, 36 and 39 are independent claims. 

4. The examiner's rejection of claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-20, 25-30 and 34-40, made 
under 35 USC 112, as recited in the office action dated 12/27/2006 is withdrawn in 
view of the applicant's remarks. 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 6, 13 and 31-33, made under 35 USC 112, as 
recited in the office action dated 12/27/2006 is withdrawn in view of the canceling of 
these claims. 

6. The examiner's rejection of claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-20, 25-30 and 34-40, made 
under 35 USC 103(a), as recited in the office action dated 12/27/2006 is withdrawn 
in view of the amendment to the claims. 
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7. The examiner's rejection of claims 6, 13 and 31-33, made under 35 USC 103(a), 
as recited in the office action dated 12/27/2006 is withdrawn in view of the canceling 
of these claims. 

Reasons for Allowance 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 7, 10, 12, 25, 28, 34, 36 and 39, the prior art 

of record neither anticipates nor suggests to a person of ordinary skill, at the time the 
invention was made, the claimed method of providing per a request, a calculator 
web page, the web page being implemented using JavaScript HTML, the cells of the 
calculator having editable and non-editable values, and the editable cells being 
displayed with a visually distinct indication, allowing, via the JavaScript Dynamic 
HTML, a user to change content in the editable cells and not allowing the user to 
change content in the non-editable cells in the displayed calculator web page in the 
web browser; and allowing, via the JavaScript Dynamic HTML of the calculator web 
page, the user to display the requested calculator web page in a calculator preview 
mode in which the user is allowed to edit the calculator web page as a web-based 
spreadsheet, wherein the web-based spreadsheet comprises JavaScript code that 
allows a user to change at least one of the non-editable cells to editable in response 
to clicking on said the at least one of the editable cells without additional input, and 
to change at least one of the editable cells to non-editable in response to clicking on 
said the at least one of the non-editable cells without additional input.
